TO 

Extend the powers of the Corporation of Dublin with A - D - 1882 - 
respect to the Highways of the City of Dublin. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of tlie Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Aet may be cited for all purposes as the Dublin High- Short title, 

ways Act, 1882. 

2. In this Act, if not inconsistent with the context, the following Interpreta- 
terms have the meanings lierein-after assigned them ; that is to say, tlonofterms - 
“ The Corporation f> means the Lord Mayor, aldermen, and 
10 burgesses of the city of Dublin : 

“ Local Government Board ” means the Local Government Board 
for Ireland : 

“ Street ” includes any highway and any public bridge, and any 
road, lane, footway, square, court, alley, or passage, whether a 
15 thoroughfare or not : 

“ Owner ” includes persons entitled to any rent issuing out of the 
lands and premises in connexion with which the term is used, 
and to persons entitled to such lands and premises for a term 
of years, upon any trust, or by way of mortgage, or for any 
20 estate of freehold : 

“ Lessee ” means any person entitled to the lands and premises 
in connexion with which the term is used as tenant for one 
or more years, subject to the payment of any rent. 

3- In case any right of way or other incorporeal right which Public; rights 
25 has been heretofore or hereafter shall be claimed or exercised by or ]° 01 ,gef 
vested in the public over any street or part of a street now existing cessary may 
or hereafter to be formed within the municipal boundary of the JjjSJjjdby 
city of Dublin shall' seem to the Corporation to be no longer the C'orpora- 
necessary, it shall be lawful for the Corporation, by order under tIOU ' 
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their common seal, to extinguish absolutely such right of way or 
other incorporeal right in the manner prescribed by this Act. 

4c. Before making any such order as aforesaid, the Corporation 
shall give notice of their intention in the manner following ; that 
is to say, 5 

[a.) They shall publish once at the least in each of three succes- 
sive weeks, in three or more newspapers circulating in the city 
of Dublin, an advertisement, stating their intention to take 
proceedings to extinguish such right of way or other incor- 
poreal right, and naming a place where the public shall he 10 
permitted to inspect at all reasonable hours a plan showing 
the street or part of street, as the case may he, over which 
such right of way or other incorporeal right shall he claimed 
or exercised by or vested in the public : 

(b.) They shall serve a notice on every owner or reputed owner, 15 
lessee or reputed lessee, and occupier of the lands and premises 
immediately abutting upon such street or part of street, as the 
case may he, stating their intention to take such proceedings 
as aforesaid, and requiring an answer whether the person so 
served assents, dissents, or is neuter in respect of extinguishing 20 
such right of way or other incorporeal right as aforesaid. 

In case any owner or lessee to he served with any notice in 
pursuance of this Act shall he an infant, feme covert, lunatic, 
or cestui que trust, such notice shall he deemed duly served if 
served upon the guardian, husband, committee, or trustee, as 25 
the case may he, of such infant, feme covert, lunatic, or cestui 
que trust. 

5. On compliance with the provisions lierein-before contained 
with respect to advertisement and notices, and not sooner than 
one month after the publication of the latest of such advertisements, 30 
and the service of the latest of such notices, the Corporation may, 
by order in writing under their common seal, absolutely extinguish 
such right of way or other incorporeal right, so far as the same 
affects the street or part of street delineated on the said plan, but 
without prejudice to any right of way or other incorporeal right 35 
vested in any owner or lessee of the lands and premises immediately 
abutting upon such street or part of street as aforesaid. 

6. Within fourteen clays after the making of such order as last 

aforesaid, the Corporation shall give public notice thereof in the 
manner following ; that is to say, 40 

[a.) They shall publish an advertisement in three or more news- 
papers circulating in the city of Dublin, stating the nature of 
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such, order, and the time of the making thereof, and naming 
a place where a plan showing the street or part of street, 
as the case may be, and the denomination and quantity 
thereof affected by such order, may be seen at all reasonable 
o hours : 

(5.) They shall serve a notice on every owner or reputed owner, 
lessee or reputed lessee, and occupier of the lands and premises 
immediately abutting upon such street or part of street affected 
by such order as aforesaid. 

10 7. If any owner or lessee of any land or premises immediatelv 

abutting upon the street or part of street, as the case may be, 
affected by any such order as aforesaid, shall consider himself 
aggrieved by the making of such order, he may, within one month 
from the time of the advertisement of the order in the manner 
15 kerein-before prescribed, present a petition under his hand to the 
Local Government Board. The Local G-overnment Board shall take 
every such petition into consideration, and may, if they think fit, 
direct a local inquiry respecting the propriety of the making of 
such order, and may affirm such order, or rescind the same. Any 
20 such petition as aforesaid may be presented on behalf of any infant, 
feme covert, lunatic, or cestui que trust, as the case may be, 
entitled as owner or lessee to any part of the lands and premises 
immediately abutting upon the street or part of street affected by 
any such order as aforesaid, by the guardian, husband, committee, 
25 or trustee, as the case may be, of such infant, feme covert, lunatic, 
or cestui que trust. 

8. Whenever the Local Government Board shall affirm or rescind 
any order of the Corporation in pursuance of the provisions of this 
Act, they shall, within fourteen days , publish an advertisement 

30 stating such affirmance or recision, and the date thereof, and shall 
serve a notice of such affirmance or recision on every owner or 
reputed owner, lessee or reputed lessee, and occupier of the lands 
and premises immediately abutting upon the street or part of street- 
affected by the order of the Corporation so affirmed or rescinded as 
35 aforesaid. 

9. Every order of the Corporation or of the Local Government 
Board made in pursuance of the provisions of this Act shall he in 
writing, and any ratepayer of the city of Lublin shall be entitled to 
receive a copy thereof, certified by the officer having the custody of 

40 the same to be a true copy,, upon payment for such copy at the rate 
of twopence for every folio of seventy-two words. '

10. The third, and fourth sections of the Act passed in the 
session of the Parliament of Ireland holden in the twenty-sixth 
year of the reign of His Majesty King George the Third, chapter 
thirty-two, are hereby repealed, save as to anything lawfully done 
or suffered in pursuance of the same before the passing of this 5 
Act. 

11. This Act shall be deemed a public Act, and shall be judicially 
noticed. 
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
